Washin gton — If Presiden t Ken n edy holds 
a summit meetin g with Nikita Khrushchev 
—- n ow reliably reported to be plan n ed — this 
will be con strued throughout the Commun ist 
world as a sign of America’s weakn ess rather 
than stren gth, especially in 
the wake of the admin istra­ 
tion 's retreats in Laos a n d 
Cuba, 
It would be just as logical 
for Ken n edy to meet w i t h 
Fidel Castro. Both dictators 
\ 
have in sulted a Presiden t of ^i , ‘ 
the Un ited States. Both are 
guilty of mass murders an d 
other in tern ation al crimes 
But. it will be said. Presi­ 
den t Eisen hower did go to 
Gen eva in 1955 to participate in a summit 
con feren ce an d was ready to go in to an other 
such meetin g in 1960 in Paris. The truth is 
that the futility of such con feren ces has been 
poin ted out repeatedly by man y observers, 
in cludin g this on e. ever sin ce such meetin gs 
were first suggested. 
It is to be n oted that former Vice Presiden t 
Nixon a few days ago, in a public commen t, 
urged Presiden t Ken n edy to meet with Nikita 
Khrushchev.

Eisen hower, An d n ow, even though he 
led the Republican ticket last fall an d lost 
the presiden cy in on ly the n arrowest way, 
he is still plain ly the secon d man to a m a­ 
jority of GOP voters. “ What Ike says” still

Chicago — There are signs 
of a break in the public atti­ 
tude that has rejected mental 
illness as a curse to be put 
out of sight and out of mind. 
A study in Baltimore, de­ 
scribed here, shows a chang­ 
ing concept toward the men­ 
tally ill, even among a poorly 
educated segment presumed 
to be less sophisticated than 
others. 
Dr. Paul V. Lemkau of the 
Division of Mental Hygiene,

Hopkins 
University, 
told the American Psychiatric 
Assn. that the random sam­ 
pling of the Baltimore popula­ 
tion showed that: 
—Eighty-one per cent said 
they “ would not hesitate to
